Better fire protection and more 
modem fire-fighting equipment in 
the immediate future was assured 
when the town council, at the regu¬ 
lar meeting Monday evening, 
arranged to purchase from the War 
Assets Board a one and a half ton 
U.S. army model fire truck. Prac¬ 
tically new, the fire truck is 
equipped with a powerful pump, a 
350-gallon tank, and hose, extin¬ 
guishers, ladders, lights, sirens, 
etc. The price is only $2100 f.o.b.

Addition of this modern fire¬ 
fighting unit to the town’s fire 
department will assure the depart¬ 
ment of two efficient pumping units. 

The Model A fire truck will be 
retained and it is likely that the 
old model T chemical truck will be 
sold. Acquisition of the new truck 
assures Vulcan of an up-to-date, 
efficient fire-fighting service.

A writer in a leading Canadian magazine 
observed that too many people living in Canada have 
too little fervor in thinking of this country, and are 
very vague as to Canadian traditions and Canadian 
history. Perhaps this attitude may be remedied now 
that we are on a fair way to being permitted a 
‘'Canadian” nationality. But Canadians of old stock 
must share some responsibility for having made so 
little effort in the past to vitalize Canadian history 
and tradition.

New Federal- 
Provincial Plan 


New Course For 
Rural H. Schools 


Finance Minister Ilsley has 
come forward with another pro¬ 
posal to stabilize federal- provin¬ 
cial agreements. He would make it 
optional on the part of the prov¬ 
inces. The new plan is for a five- 
year try. 

Provinces agreeing to the pro¬ 
posal would vacate the personal 
income tax fifeld for the term of 
the agreement. 'In the corporation 
income tax field a uniform 5% tax 
would be collected for the provin¬ 
ces by the Dominion. In succession 
duties the provinces would have 
choice of not levying taxes or of 
accepting a (deduction in annual 
payments from the Dominion 
equivalent to the amount collected. 
The Dominion payments to the 
provinces would be in accordance 
with the offer made at the domin¬ 
ion-provincial conference which 
failed in May. 

Provinces which did not enter 
the plan would be free to impose 
personal income tax, and taxpay¬ 
ers in those provinces . would be 
able to offset the provincial tax 
against up to 5% of the federal 
tax. There would be complete 
■freedom to "impose provincial cor¬ 
poration taxes. 

Succession duties collected by 
non-participating provinces would 
be allowed as a deduction up to 
50 Vr of the Dominion succession 
duty tax. ' 

Mr. Ilsley said the differences of 
opinion seemed too great between 
some of the provinces and the Do¬ 
minion to expect early reconcilia¬ 
tion, so he offered the .alternative 
plan for, those provinces willing to 
co-operate. 


High school programs known 
formerly as “general shop” are 
being replaced by a three-year pro¬ 
gram to be known as “Farm and 
Home Mechanics” in rural hivh 
schools of the province, the depatt- 
ment of educat on announced. 

The new program is designed to 
meet student and community needs 
and will link up school activities 
with those of the farm, home and 
commun ty officials of the depart¬ 
ment said. 

Program for the first year con¬ 
sists of woodwo king, farm con¬ 
struction and concrete work. Sec¬ 
ond year provides for instruction 
in metal work and farm power un-' 
its. Electricity, rural electrifica¬ 
tion farm and home planning, and 
water and disposal systems are of¬ 
fered in the third year of the new¬ 
ly revised program. 

In keeping w ith modern trends 
safety education and drafting will 
form an integral part of all pro¬ 
grams. 

Programs in technical electives, 
for composite high schools where 
unit shops are available, have been 
revised with the objective of bring- 
nig them in line wifh modern de¬ 
velopments in the technical fipld. 

'Ihe former program of mechan¬ 
ical drawing is replaced by a two-’ 
year program of drafting whi-h 
may lie offered only in high 
schools where shop progran -' ire 
not available.

Canadian chartered banks will 
probably lose between $164,000 
and $546,000 through return of the 
Canadian dollar to par with the U.

On July 5, when the change in 
the exchange rate was announced, 
the chartered banks are estimated 
to have had in their tills between 
$4 millions and $6 millions actual 
U.S. currency.

Some persons are telling us that 
$2.18 wheat, present world price, 
would be harmful if our farmers 
received it. These persons argue 
that high wheat prices in 1920 
were harmful to farmers inasmuch 
as these high prices were followed 
by wheat at $1.10 twelve months 
afterwards. This, I . uggest, is a 
fallacious argument for in 1920 the 
prices of all commodities in all 
countries of the world fell, many 
of them lower in proportion than 
wheat (and the same was true of 
the price falls in the depression of 
the “thirties”). 

The truth is that the price of 
wheat today has nothing to do 
with serious price declines that 
may occur later. Prices are made 
by world conditions. If conditions 
warrant a rise, price will rise. If 
•conditions warrant a' fall, price 
will fa'l, not only" in wheat hut in 
all commodities. 

All that happens when prices are 
fixed by Governments lower than 
the world market price is that far¬ 
mers lose just that amount of mon¬ 
ey at that time and they will never 
receive a higher price later to 
make up for the loss. The world to¬ 
day is paying $2.18 a bushel for 
American wheat. Why should not 
our prairie farmers, therefore, also 
receive thus price from these same 
overseas purchaesrs?
